Drawings

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-10 
are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 4a wherein the circuit includes a sampling circuit (42) for sampling a lower 
frequency write-enable signal (WE) at opposite edges of the positive edge and the 
negative edge according to the states (which are output from recording circuit 41), and 
joining sampling results (this is seen to be done by AND gate 425) respectively sampled 
from the positive edge and the negative edge to output a synchronized output signal 
(SWE) in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any 
intervening claims.
